‘This most nobly patient of sufferers 
had so courageously borne up through the Valley of 
the Shadow of Death ever since Guiteau’s shots laid 
him low on July 2 that, with the revival of strength 
on his removal to the Seaside, a strong hope was 
entertained that the President would yet recover.

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DEATH OF GENERAL GARFIELD. 
THE lamentable death of the President of the United 
States from the bullet of an assassin has occasioned 
a painful shock throughout Great Britain. The 
Queen and the Royal Family at Balmoral—the

GENERAL ARTHUR, 
THE NEW PRESIDENT. 


General Chester Arthur took the 
President of the United States last 
of the Supreme Court of the State ork. 

General Chester A. Arthur, who now succeeds to 
the Presidency of the United States, was born in 
Franklin county, Vermont, on Oct. 5, 1830. His 
father was the Rev. William Arthur, a Baptist 
minister, who emigrated to America, from the county 
of Antrim, Ireland, in his eighteenth year. General 
Arthnr was Gducated at Union College; afterwards 
taught for two years in a country school in Vermont; 
and then, having raised 500 dollars by rigid economy, 
weut to New York, became a law student, and was 
admitted to the Bar. He was a delegate to the Con- 
veution at Saratoga which founded the Republican 
Pagty, and las always taken a prominent part in the 
polities of the State and city of New York. 

During the wat he was Quartermaster-General of 
the State. In 1872 he was appointed by General 
Grant Collector of the Port of New York, and his 
removal from that office in 1878 by President Hayes 
caused much stir at that time: General Arthur 
being Jooked upon as an obstacle in the way of that 
reform of the Civil Service which Mr. Hayes 
unsuccessfully endeavoured to effect. After his 
removal General Arthur returned to his law practice, 
und was lately at the head of one of the best-known 
legal firms in New York. 

He was a warm friend of Senator Conkling, and it 
will be remembered that the fact that General 
Arthur would succeed President Gartield was one 
of the reasons given by the assassin Guiteau for his 
attempt on the President's life, It has, however, 
been frequently stated of late that in all probability 
Geueral Arthur will simply continue the policy 
sketched out by General Garfield, and that few, if 
any, changes will be made iu the Cabinet.

The melancholy intelligence was at once telegraphed 
to her Majesty, who has made very frequent inquiries 
as to the President’s condition, and on all occasions 
offering words of consolation and sympathy. A 
telegram was also sent to the Prince of Wales and 
to the Premier at Hawarden. By Americans in 
London the news was received with very general 
expressions of grief. 


MESSAGES OF THE QUEEN AND 
PRINCE OF WALES. 


Her Majesty forwarded a telegram in the following 
words: — ‘The Queen, Balmoral, to Mr. Lowell, 
United: States Minister, London. It is with deep 
grief that Iand my children have learned the sad, 
but not unexpected, news of the fatal termination of 
the sufferings of the President of the United States. 
His loss isa great misfortune.”’ 

The Prince of Wales telegraphed from Abergeldie 
as follows to the Minister of the United States: — 
It is with deep sorrow that we learn that the Presi- 
dent has passed away. The Princess and myself 
beg you to offer our sincere condolence to Mrs. 
Garfield.” 

Mrs. Garfield received the following telegram from 
Queen Victoria: Words cannot express the deep 
sympathy I feel with you at this terrible moment. 
May God support you and comfort you, as He 
alone can.”

GENERAL GARFIELD’S CLIMB 
FROM A LOG-HUT 
TO THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The early carcer of the late President resembles in 
many respects that of President Lincoln. James 
Abram Garfield came of New England ancestry, 
being ninth in direct descent from Edward Garfield, 
who emigrated from the Welsh border to Massa- 
chusetts in 1636. Abram Garficld, the father of 


James, married Eliza Ballou, the descendant of a 


Huguenot family, and soon after the marriage they 
removed to north-eastern Ohio. From his father, it 
is said, the President inherited a large brain and a 
robust frame, and from his mother personality and 
principles which moulded his character. His father 


bought a tract of eighty acres of forest in Orange 
Township, Cuyahoga county, and on this he built a 
rough log-house with a good deal of mud about it. 
Here, on 
NOVEMBER 19, 1831, 
James Abraham Garfield, the future President. of 
the United States, first saw the light. He was the 
youngest of four children, and before he was two 
years old his father died. The widow and her little 
ones got somehow through a rough wiuter of 1831, 
but very soon afterwards fifty acres out of the eighty 
were disposed of. 
4 YOUNG JAMES 

was four years old before he had a shoe on his feet. 
Thomus, his elder brother, managed to earn some 
money on the neighbouring farms, and subsequently 
James and his sister were sent to school, It is said 
that the late President proved himself a most apt 
pupil, but the schoolmaster could never get him to 
sit still, and at length he was obliged to overlook this 
peculiarity. Time went on, and when James was 
twelve years old aud his brother twenty-one they set

Whilst in this place 
he conceived a desire to go to sea and make a career 
for himself. With a small bundle of clothes anda 
few dollars in his pocket, the boy trudged off seven- 
teen miles to Cleveland; but his endeavours to find 
a berth in a schooner were unsuccessful, and in July, 
1847, he engaged himself as 

DRIVER TO A CANAL-BOAT. 
In this capacity he remained for four. months, 
experiencing a rough, hard life, and fourteen times 
in that period was immersed in the water. On the 
last occasion his escape from drowning was so 
marvellous that he said, Å 
“Tl go home, get an education, and be a man.“ 
At the age of sixteen he again commenced his 
studies. His mother and brother gave him 17 dols., 
which was the last help he had from them, and, alter- 
nately working and studying, he spent three years 
at Chester. It was not long before. he was enabled 
to drop carpentering and woodcutting, and procure 
a living by teaching. In the year 1851 he went to 
the collegiate school at Hiram, and paid at first for 
his instruction by acting as janitor and bell-ringer ; 
he subsequently 
BECAME A TEACHER, 


and, it is said, a great favourite with the students. 
From Hiram, Garfield went to Williams’ College, 
and here in 1856 he graduated with high honours, 
distinguishing himself by his industry, social 
manners, and readinessin debate. At this college 
he remained as Latin and Greck teacher, and 
IN 1858 MARRIED LUCRETIA RUDOLPH, 

his former pupil at Hiram, and his classmate at 
Chester. He had seven children by her, five of whom 
survive. As teacher at Williams’ College, and after- 
wards as its president, Garfield won the love and 
esteem of acrowd of pupils. He did not, however, 
as a young man, give much attention to politics; but 
after the Kansas Nebraska Legislation he joined the 
Republican Party. In 1859 he was elected to the 
State Senate, and, although only twenty-eight, he 
ca took a prominent position as a debater. In `

broke ont, and at the call of his country he resigned 
his scholastic appointment, and went to command 
the little army which kept Kentucky safe in the 
Union (as detailed hereafter). After his campaigu 
in Eastern Kentucky, he was elected to Congress

YOUNGEST MAN IN THE LEGISLATURE— 
in December, 1863, and did good service to his party. 
His s h on the Constitutional Amendment to ` 
Abolish Slavery was very ably delivered. General 
Garfield was also an able lawyer, and has argued 
several im t cases at the bar of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. In the Legislature ho 
soon took a prominent position, and, after Mr.

REPUBLICAN LEADER IN THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 
In accepting his own nomination for the Presidency, 
James Abram Garfield wrote :—“ It is certain that 


"the wounds of the war cannot be completely healed, 


and the spirit of brotherhood cannot fully pervade 
the whole country, until every citizen rich or poor, 
white or black—is secure in the free and equal, 
enjoyment of eyery civil and politicalright guaranteed 
by the Constitution and the laws.” 
AS PRESIDENT, 
General Garfield thus acted from the moment he 
was sworn in at the Capitol on March 4. How the, 
end came on Monday, Sept. 19, has been told in a 
preceding column.

those of the secondary coil are fastened to the 
Aë of the telephone. This latter connection 
renders audible any faint sound produced by 
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‘the circuit - breaker, or any change in the 
pitch of that sound. The coils may be so 
placed in their relations to each other that no sound 
is made by the circuit-breaker. They are then said 
ito be balanced, and the wires are extremely sensitive 
to the disturbing presence of any other piece of 
metal. A bullet like that with which the President 
‘was shot, before it was flattened, will, when placed 
‘within two and a half inches of the most sensitive 
‘point on the pair of coils, cause a faint protest 
against the disturbance to arise in the telephone. 

With these facts in view, the experiments to locate 
the position of the bullet in the President's body 
‘were begun. The patient was bolstered up in bed, 
and he watched the proceedings with mute interest. 
His physicians stood around. Professor Bell 
stood with his back toward the President, holding 
the telephone to his ear, while Mr. Taintor, Pro- 
fessor Bell's assistant, moved the coils over 
that portion of the abdomen where the leaden 
ball was thought to be imbedded. When the sensitive 
centre of the instrument was immediately over the 
black-and-blue spot that appeared shortly after the 
President was wounded, Professor Bell said, 

“ Stop ! there it is.“ 

The experiment was repeated several times—once 
with Mrs. Garfield listening at the telephone; and 
she told the President when the coils had been 
brought to the spot where the presence of the 
bullet had previously caused the delicate instru- 
ment to give forth a singing sound. From these 
tests it was inferred that in any event the bullet was 
less than five inches from the surface, and that if it 
was only slightly flattened, or if its edge was turned 
‘obliquely toward the surface, it might be much 
nearer to the skin. The conclusion reached was that 
af it should become necessary to remove the bullet at 
any time, this might be speedily accomplished by two 
quick cuts with the surgeon’s lancet.

But United States District- Attorney Corkhill, who 
will have charge of the trial, says of the prisoner :— 

er Guiteau is a vain, presuming, and egotistical fellow 
‘who absolutely forced himself upon the notice of 
‘prominent men and then claimed them as intimate 
friends. The letters I hold do not implicate any- 
body in the crime, and my wish is that, to save the 
feelings of innocent men with whom Guiteau im- 
pudently and mendaciously claimed acquaintance, 
these letters should never be made public. He 
shows no signs of insanity that I can see. He talks 
rationally and well; indeed, he stands rather above 
the average as a conversationalist, and his memor 
for historical dates and events is remarkably goad: 
His statement of the crime and the motives which 
pompen him to commit it was dictated without 

esitation, and is a clear, explicit, and consecutive 
relation of fact. He isnot what I would call a cul- 
tured man, but he possesses considerable superticial 
knowledge. I regard him as perfectly rational. As 
far as this crime is concerned, when he fired three 
shots he knew the responsibility he was assuming, 
and knew also that his punishment, should either 
shot prove fatal, would be death.” 

On July 4, M 
Washington, visited the gaol to take pictures of the 
privoner, under the direction of District-Attorney 
Corkhill and General Crocker, the warden of the 
gaol. Guiteau objected to having his picture taken, 
saying that he desired to have it taken in first-class 
style by the best photographer in the country, but 
after being informed tliat Mr. Bell was one of the 
best he consented. Mr. Bell placed his instrument 
in the rotunda, and sent for Guiteau. He was 
brought down from his cell by General Crocker and 
his assistants.. He immediately walked up to the 
photographer and said: 

“TI am the person who wants his photograph. 
Now I want youto do me full justice. See that you 
get the correct expression of my eyes.” 

He buttoned up his coat, brushed back his hair 
with his hands, and arranged his necktie just as 
any other person would do who was preparing for a 
sitting. He took a standing position by a chair, 
with his head thrown back, and, assuming an air as 
of a man of great importance, inquired it that was 
not an excellent position, Mr. Dodge, the operator,

told him he was standing rather stiff, and that he 


should place himself in a perfectly easy position. 
Guiteau then remarked that he supposed he (Mr. 


Dodge) knew his business, and that he could arrange 
him in such a way as to suit himself; what he 
wanted was a good picture, and that they should be 
very careful about getting the correct expression of 
his eyes. Eight different styles of pictures were 
taken, showing him standing with his hat on and off, 
and sitting with full and side face. 


GUITEAU SHOT AT BY SERGEANT 
MASON. 


Sergeant Mason, one of the soldiers of the regular 
army detailed to guard Guiteau, attempted to shoot 
him on Sunday afternoon, Sept. 11. Guiteau was 
standing at the cell window, when Mason shot at him 
with his rifle from outside the gaol. The ball passed 
within a few inches of Guiteau’s head, and lodged 
in the cell wall. Mason, who has been in the service 
nineteen years, and bears an excellent character, gave 
himself up to the Captain, saying, 

“I fired the shot, Captain. I intended to kill the 
scoundrel, I did not enlist to guard an assassin.” 

He was arrested. It appears that the military 
guards outside the gaol drew lots, by which Mason 
was selected to shoot the prisoner when he looked 
from his cell window, where they could distinctly 
see him. Mason, while watching the window, 
shouted, There he is, at the same time firing his 
rifle. Mason, when arrested, told all about it, and 
said he hoped the shot had finished Guiteau. The 
guards ran into the cell and found Guiteau on his 
knees, in terror. He cried, 

“ What do these men mean? Do they want to 
murder me?“ 

The bullet had close to his ear, going 
through his coat and lodging in the wall. Guiteau 
said it frightened him nearly to death. He was 
removed to another cell, which a shot cannot reach 
from the outside. But he cannot cumber the earth 
much longer.

“You and I must fight!” „Or prove ourselves 
cowards!’ „Here, then, we pledge our lives to our 
country in this hour of peril.” This conversation, 
thus begun and thus finished by James Gartield, took 
place between the late President and a friend on the 
eve of the American Civil War. We quote it and 
the following narrative from Mr. William M. 
Thayer’s valuable life of General Garfield in the 
work called From Log-Cabin to White House” :— 

“ News of the firing from Fort Sumter was fol- 
lowed immediately by a call from President Lincoln 
for seventy-five thousand men. ‘The call was read in 
the Ohio senate, crowded with patriotic spectators, 
whose tumultuous applause seconded the president’s 
demand. As soon as the deafening cheers had sub- 
sided, Garfield sprang to his feet, and ia a short 
speech, of almost surpassing eloquence and power, 
moved,— 


t? 


“ That Ohio contribute twenty thousand men, and 


three million dollars, as the quota of the State. 

“The motion was carried amid the wildest demon- 
strations of devotion to the country. 

“ Governor Dennison, of Ohio, sent Garfield to 
Missouri to obtain five thousand stand of arms, a 
portion of those which General Lyon removed from 
the arsenal at St. Louis. He was successful in his 
mission, shipped the guns, and saw them safely 
delivered at Columbus. 

“ After the fall of Sumter, Governor Dennison 
sent him to Cleveland, to organise the 7th and Sth 
regunents of Ohio intantry. Having organised them, 
the Governor offered him the colonelcy of one ot 
them; but he declined the offer because he lacked 
“ military experience.!“ He promised to take a 
subordinate position, however, provided a West Point 
graduate was placed in command. The result was 
that the governor E him lieutenant-colonel, 
and sent him to the Western Reserve to recruit a 
regiment, promising hima West Poiater to command 
it if one could be found, Garfleld suggested his old 
friend and schoolmate, Captain Hazen, then in the 
regular army; but when the governor sent to the 
war department for his transfer, General Scott 
refused to release him. So the 42nd Ohio Regiment,

recruited by Garfield, and embracing a large number 
of Hiram students, went into camp at Columbus 
without a colonel. It was in these circumstances, 
and after repeated requests from officers and members 
of the regiment, that Garfield consented to take the 
command. 

“ We have not space for details. Garfield proved 
himself as victorious in war as he had been successful 
in peace. In less than one month after he went into 
action with his regiment, under the orders of General 
Buell, he fought the battle of Middle Creek, Jan. 10, 
1862, driving the rebel General Marshall, whose 
forces largely outnumbered his, out of his intrench- 
ments, compelling him to retreat into Virginia. 
Other victories followed, in what was called the 
‘Sandy Valley Campaign,’ eliciting from the com- 
manding general a congratulatory order, in which 
he spoke of the expedition as ‘calling into action 
the highest qualities of a soldier—fortitude, per- 
severance, courage.“ For his bravery and military 
skill in this campaign the authorities at Washington 
made Gartield a brigadier-general, dating his com- 
mission back to Jan. 10, 1862, the day of the battle 
of Middle Creek. As Garfield was the youngest 
member of the Ohio Senate, so now he became the 
youngest brigadier-general in the army. 

“ Subsequently he was made major-general ‘ for 
gallant and meritorious services at the battle of 
Chickamauga.’ The antecedents of that famous 
battle, under General Rosecrans, show that the 
victory was due more to the sagacity, plans, and 
courage of General Garfield than to any other officer. 
Within about one year and a half, here rose from a 
lieutenant-colonelcy to a major- general.“
